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THE FLOOD TIME

The flood in the rivers, which formed the
principal local topic yesterdny, was remark-
able for the rapid rise under circumstances
that randered it rather unlooked for. While
the raiac of the past two days have been
beavy, they were not such an' to eause sy
peneral expeciations of extremely high
water. 1%ot it seems to be the fact that tins
rainiall hivs been beavy over a large stretch
of country, which drains into our rivers,
sod, falling upon ground already saturated
from the recent thaws, it has filled the water-
courses and produced a flood out of the
usual proportion to the mainfall.

Some aprreiensions were expressed yes-
terday that the flood wonld rival, if it did
not exceed, the grest flood of 1884 At
present writing it is boped the water will
not reach such o stare, and this bope is sup-
ported by the difference in the condi.
tions prevailing npow and at that
time. Then a very beavy suow, the accn-
mulation of wecks of winter weather, eov-
ered the whole of this section of ecoumtry.
On that & rain tully equal to that of the past
two days had the double effect of adding to
the water and melting the snows. The
soows iz the monuntains no doubt are con-
tributing to the present high water; but by
the time that this reaches the public eye,
the water should be at its greatest height as
the snow must have been pretty well melted
s day or two sgo. It takes an immense
volume of water to add many feet to a
thirty-foot stage.

The same is true of the panie created by
the bigh water st Johnstown. With the
location of that town subjecting it to fre-
quent inundations and the experiences that
are fresh in the memories of that plaee, it is
not strange the people of Johnstown should
got excited when their streams get over their
banks, But while the place is subject to
periodical inconvenience and loss it cam
never again be subjectad to such devastation
as was caused by the tidal wave from South
Fork dam.

The prineipal danger from the flood lies
slong the river below ms. If the storms
bave extended along the mountains down
a5 far st West Virginia and Kentucky, 8o as
to swell tbe streams drainiog that section as
our rivers have been swollen, the down-
river towns may suffer something like a repe-
tition of their experiences of 1884,

RIVEE IMPROVEMENT.

This is a good time for the public to take
s second thought upon the drift and scope of
the admirsble articles seiting forth new plans
for river 1mprovement, which recenily ap-
peared in Tue DisraTcH. When Noah
was building his ark indifference was shown
by his neighbors, but when the waters came
there was an immediaste, vital and highly
diversified interest in naval architecture, So
in regard to river improvement plans in our
own time, o the midst of the inconvenience
whieh our local communities have sustained
from the overflowing rivers, and in the face
of the prospect of extensive and expensive
devastation through the South, it becomes
pertinent Lo inquire whether the deepening
of the rivers and impounding of the waters
in & system of reservoirs near their sonree, as
suggested by onr contributor, is not of great
importance from s sanitary and property-
saving point of view, as well as from the
standpoint of internal traffie.

Wemay besurethatthe QOhioand the Missis-
sippi and their tributaries will continne
these periodical jnundations wuntil their
walery forces are taken in hand, and con-
trolled 50 as to be subservient to man's
needs, in place ot being agents of destruc-
tion as they are to-day. Trassportation, irri-
eation and sanitstion are united in the prob-
lem which wes recently so ably demon-
strated in these tolumne,

AN IMAGINARY CASE,

The novel question in ethies is raised by
the New York Evening Sun whether a
borse dealer who announces that “every
apimal shall be found as represented,” and
makes the announcement good, 13 mot
offending agaiost the received standards of
society, The expoctation that the horse-
dealer will sueceed in palming off on his
victim & quadruoped which taros out to be
something radically different from what the
deluded wictim fondly imagined himself to
be buying i s usiversal one; and public
seutiment s grievously dissppointed i1 the
aspiring person who marks his rise above
the common herd by setting up as the
owper of horseflesh is mot more or lems
chested. Probably on the same basis of
reasoming, that makes Wall sireet recard an
unwstered corporation as an offense against
corporate ethios, the Evening Sun eclaims
that the horse dealer in whom there is oo
guile is & destroyer of the aceepted stand-
ards

But before publie opinion agitstes itself
over the settlement of this knotty point in
ethics it will insist on our cotemporary’s
producing evidence that such a lusus natura
in borse dealers actually exists. That an
enterprising  horse-desler may advertise
“gyvery animal will be found as represented,”
msy be readily believed; but tbe burden of
proof is on that side to prove the announce-
ment is not & bait for the unwary, The fact
of its baving been made will cause the pub-
lie to be particnlarly strenuous in demand-
ing proof that the alleged sear on the leg
does not tura out to be & case of artistieally
fized spavin; that what is represented to be
simply spirit a.E;'J life is oot n disposi-
tion o run beadlong down the most erowded
street; or thut the siight eold is not the tem-
perary rempasnt of carefully doctored heaves.

Instead of agitating the abstract ethies of
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burers will rise up to call it blemed.

THE CHANCES OF ESCAPE.

A financial joursal referring to the way
in which its “‘esteemed cotemporaries are
hustling the different railroads under the
ecare of Mr, Gould” is reminded of the
physician who reported that the mother was
dead and the child was dead, bui be had
strong bopes of being able to save the
father, and asks if it is possible for any
railroad system in the conwiry to escape.
This 1s io reprobation of some of the reports
that have been fying around of late; which
may be subjeot to revision. Baut in view of
the distinctive features of Mr. Gould's
eareer the question is one of real significance
to investors and stockholders, Is it possible
for any railroad system on which Mr.
Gould has fixed his affection to eseape his
absorbent faculties?

Mr. Gould first broke into the public field
of vision by a forcible eptry into the con-
trol of a railroad which siroggled to eseape
his grasp with greater or less failure for a
number of years. He maintained his hold
on the Erie road by employing the printing
press to turn out stock certificates for him,
aod keeping courts in service to issue in-
junetions sgainst any persons ill-advised
enough &0 interfere. Eventually Mr. Gonld
made oneof his original strokes of genius
by surrendering securities to the face value
of $5,000,000 and making more thap their
market wvalue bya bull operation on the
streagth of his own restitution sod confes
sion. At that time it was foreseen that a
genius of this peculiarly acquisitive talent,
if as unhampered by lack of iunds as he was
by scruples, might make things the reverse
of secure to the railway stockholders of the
country.

The Iatest methods of Mr. Gould's se-
quisitions have paid a little more ontward
respect for the forms of law than hisearly
operations in Erie; but they have the same
essential characteristics of employing the
most effective means for getting hold of
other people’s property. It may bea little
more in accordance with legal views to de-
press railway etocks by a cutthrost war of
rates, add to that = squeeze in the money
market, and in the panic boy up the rail-
road properties that are wanted, than it is to
turn out fresh shares to secure the control.
But to the people who wake up st the end
of Mr, Gould’s operation and find their
property in his hands, as & basis for future
operations, the loss is just about as hard to
bear in one case as in the other,

Now it is pertinent, as bearing on the
question whelber any railroad can escape, if
he wants it, thut Mr. Gould's operations are
fres from the restrictive influence of limited
funds, which was his only obstacle in the
days of Erie. He has the funds of the
Gounid.Sage combination at his baek, which
for years have been ample for operations in
the Wabash, Missouri and Union Paeific,
and Manhattan Elevated roads. With them
is allied the profuse millions of the Standard
Oil party, that 14 vears ago were powerful
enough to give the Pennsylvania Railroad s
staggering blow and are now many times
greater; and finally Mr. C. P. Huntington,
with the wealth which the Central and
Bountbern Pacific crowd have securely packed
away out of reach of the Government, is
ready to join in any scheme of aequisition
that may commend itsel{ to the master mind.
It there are any people who think s combi-
nation of the financial power, engineered by
Gould's Napoleonic methods, cannot take
anything it wants, they have not compre-
hended the corporate history of the two past
decades,

The report that Mr. Gould had secured
cootrol of the Baltimore and Ohio was one
of the subjects of our financial cotemporary’s
sarcastic remark. The fact is that sundry
events in the B. & O.'s history present all
the surface indications o! a manipulation to
depress what was a few years ago the solid-
est stock in the country, preparatory fo gob-
bling itin the interest of some ome. But
let uz suppose that Mr. Gould has not got
the B. & 0., and that he wants it. He eon-
trols lines competing with it over a vast
portion of its territory. He controls the

‘Western and Southern seotion, from which |

it must receive its throngh traffic. He can
start & war of rates which, on the prevailing
corporate poliey, will oblige the B. & O. to
cut down its revenue to & losing basis.
When he bas produced s general condition
of loss and depression, he can pr d to
lock up funds to deay the doomed corpora-
tion and to create a panic in the stock mar-
ket, until he rets what stock he wants at his
own prices, and has control of the road, If
these could be done with the Union and
Northern Pacific, why not with the Balti-
more and Ohio? And if they had been suc-
cessfally accomplished with all three, what
would prevent their repetition with the P,
R. R.?

Really it seems ss if the railway share-
holders of the country had better digest the
lesson which his associstes of the Standard
Oil crowd bave been tesehing the petrolenm
producers. If he fixes his sim on aay,
especially railway property, let the owners
of it take whst he will give without the ex-
pensive preliminary of a struggle.

NOT THE ONLY DELUDED ONES.

A Michigan farmer lately arrived in one
of the Eastern cities with a considerable roll
of good money whieh he hoped to exchange
for several times a5 much in greem goods,
Of course, he was relieved of his funds,
sod the newspapers promptly pro-
ceeded to deride his delusion, Beyond doubt
he belonged to the ciass off which sharpers
thrive; but an impartial and wider wview
might suggest to some of our cotemporaries
that they sould distribute their eriticisms
among other classes with equal justice,

A large share of our Eastern cotemporaries
devote space to discussing Wall street
speculation as a method of msking money.
Yet the green goods game is not more no-
torious or scarcely less shallow than the
well-known deviees of manipulation snd
squeesing, of railway fights and combina-
tions by which the lambs are sheared and
the manipulators euriched. Yot we fail to
observe any general mention in New York
exchanges of the fact that the man who tries
to make money out of Wall strest speenls.
tion is just as deluded amd ignorant as the
farmer who tries to get rich buyiog grees

Oue of the canons of Wall street policy is
that the public must be persuaded into bay-
ing immegse amounts of certaia stocks
which have sbout the same valme as the
green goods which the farmer hopes to get—
that is, nose at sll. Combinations, pools
and trusts are got up to give the public the
idea that by buying these stocks they caam
share the profits of s monopoly, More al-
leged trusts have been formed to tempt the
lambs into buyviag dubions shares than to
squeess the actual consumers of the staples
supposed to be mosopolized. In this day
_railroad combinations are gol up to permit
railway kings to unlosd ab an !
more frequently than io put up rates,
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in the New York, Philadelphia or Bosten
préss.

JUSTICE AND THE BARBERE.

Ohiel Justice Paxson’s opinion affirming
the decision of the Quarter SBessions Court
of Philadelphia in the case of the Common-
wealth against Barber William R. Wald-
man leaves the subject of Sunday shaving
in much the same condition sa it was before
the sppeal to the Supreme Court. The ap-
pelant argued he wus entitled to a trial by
jury, and that shaving was a necessity
within the intendent of the act of 1794
The first argument wss disposed of on—
practigally—the ground of precedent, the
Chief Justice claiming thst if such cases
were tried before juries there could be mo
settled rule, as one jury would decide ooe
way and another jury the other. With the
well-known independence of the average
jury in mind, the public will agree with the
Chief Justice that a bearing before & minor
magistrate should be sufficient to secure
either legal conviction or acquittal,

But THE DIsPATGH wishes so call atien-
tion to the disposal of the second argument.
The Chief Justice, after admitting that
sbaving is “‘perhaps” as much s necessity as
washing the face, taking a bath, or perform-
ing other acts of cleanliness, says: "A man
may shave himself or have bhis servantoer
valet shave him on the Lord's Day without
a violation of the act of 1794, bui the keep-
ing open of his place of business by a barber
and following his worldly employment of
shaving his cusiomers is another matter.”
Here, in the same gentenee, are dwo con-
flicting decisions. A servant or valet in
pursuit of Ais worldly employment can, to
earn his wages, shave his master; but the
following by the barber of Ais worldly em-
ployment is forbidden. The matler resolves
itself into ope answer to two gquestions: Is
pot the servant or valet who shaves his
master for the time 8 barber? and is not =
barber when he shaves a man acting for the
time as & servant or a valei? If these ques-
tions be answered in the afirmative, and we
think they will, the natural deduction is
that a barber by closiug his shop on Sunday
and becoming s visiting valet can doa
prelty good business without fear of sue-
cessful proszcution,

Toward the ead of his opinion the Chief
Justice apparenily feels cailed upon to apol-
ogixe, saying: *“We do not make the law;
our duties are limited to interpreting it.”
From this we gather that be aod his honors-
ble colleagues are somelimes in peed of a
Sunday shave—by & servant or valet.

ArTeR all it turns out that the members
of the House could not stand the pressure of
putting themselves on record by a yea and nay
vate in favor of giving each one of them a
clerk, It is satisfactory to note that respect for
public opinion is still & restraint on our legis-
lators in some respects. There is no donbt
that our Congressmen are obliged to work
pretty hard; but the work thaz takes up their
time is pot required by their constitutional
duties. Let them eschew special legisiation
snd office mwergering and they will have
pleaty of time to glve to legislation for the in-
terests of the nation.
